WASHINGTON, June 11.—Ex- 
penditures in the Republican pri-

This total included $962,295 for 
the Pepper-Fisher - Smith - Wood- 
ward coalition ticket; $195,000 for 
Gov. Pinchot, candidate for the

Whatever wis apeut by others to 
aid Vare's candidacy was not in- 
cluded in Reed's estimate ag no 
evidence on that subject has yet 
bee ngiven. 

Expenditures for the Pepper 
ticket .were $615,000 in Eastern 
Pennsylvania, Joseph R. Grundy, 
president of the Pennsylvania Man- 
ufacturets’ Association, estimated 
this afternoon before the commit- 
tee. Of this amount about $100,000 
is yet to be collected. 

The manufacturer said that in 
addition to about $300,000 he lent 
the campaign committee and other 
amounts borrowed elsewhere, there 
$125,000. 

“I probably will have to pay the 
deficit,” Grundy said. He added 
that the coalition organization had 
no budget. “I was looking for 
votes,” he added. “I was not pay- 
ing any attention to the finances.” 

Grundy testified that “watchers” 
at the polls were hired “very gen- 
erally” throughout the State, but 
he could not estimate the grand 
total spent on behalf of the ticket 
in the whole State.

LONDON, June 11.—The British 
Government has sent a sharp note 
to Moscow protesting against the 
endeavors of the Soviet to send 
money to Great Britain during the 
recent general strike. The note 
sets forth the belief that this 
money was fMmtended to foster a 
movement to bring about a changs 
of government in Great Britain. 

The note declares that definite 
proof now is inthe hands of the 
British Government that a ehare 
of the money offered the Trades 
Union Council from . Moscow dur- 
ing the general strike came from 
the Soviet Government itself. This 
action, the note.etates, is regarded 
as unjustifiable interference in the 
internal affairs of the country and 
a violation of the Anglo-Russiah 
trade agreement. 

A second note, dealing with the . 
money the Soviet is sending to the 
British Miners’ Federation, is be- 
ing considered by the cabinet and 
it is expected will be forwarded 
to Moscow soon. The British Gov- 
ernment in this case also contends 
that part of the money is con- 
tributed by the Soviet Government 
and not, as.claimed, by the Rue 
sian miners.
